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Order Army, Air 


Force Rockets to 
Vicinity of Moon 


President Gives 
Go Ahead for 
Space Project 


WASHINGTON (UPI — The Air 
Force and Army were ordered to­ 
day to launch four and possibly 
five rockets to the “vicinity of the 
moon.” 
Defense Secretary Neil H. Mc- 
Elroy announced the program for 
launching “small unmanned space 
vehicles” shortly after the White 
House disclosed that President Ei- 
■enhower had given a go-ahead for 
the moon project. 
The Air Force will make “three 
lunar probes” in the program for 
taking a “close look aUthe moon.” 
The Army will fire one and pos­ 
sibly two moon-inspecting rockets. 
McElroy did not say when the 
efforts will be made. 
SS Million to Start 
The Pentagon disclosed that the 
rockets will carry crude, television 
like instruments which it hopes 
will send to earth “topographical 
information" about the moon. 
The TV-like “mechanical ground 
•canning system” will be develop- j 
ed by the naval ordnance test sta-1 
tion at China Lake, Calif. 
I 
McEiroy said the Pentagon’s Ad­ 
vanced Research Projects Agency 
has made an “initial allocation” of 
eight million dollars to start work 
on the moon projects. 
McElroy also revealed that the 
Army has been assigned to launch 
two and possibly three more earth 
satellites of the Explorer type dur - 1 
ing the International Geophysical 
Year. 
The Army has fired three 
earth satellites. 
Two have gone 
into orbit. 
ARPA Director Roy W. Johnson 
said that neither he nor other de­ 
fense officials could “speculate on 
when the first successful 
lunar 
probe would be achieved.” 
Nor would he say what instru- j 
ments the rockets will carry in ad- j 
dition to ground scanners.

WASHINGTON (lf - The Sen 
ate pressed for passage today of 
a $5,500,000,000 highway bill* by 
nightfall that erects a moderate 
harrier to billboards 
along the 
new 41,OOO-mile in te rs ta te road 
system. 
Democratic backers planned to 
clear the bill under a procedure 
which, if successful, could bypass 
lengthy House committee consid­ 
eration and send the measure to 
the White House by Easter. 
The bill would result in a $1,- 
800.000.000 speedup in state feder­

year.

Untrue Stories About School 
Board Malign Eldorado 


Khrushchev's Grab 
Of Power Could Be 
Dangerous to West 


WASHINGTON (UP—Officials said 
today that 
Nikita 
Khrushchev’s 
grab of the 
Soviet premiership 
gives him a ‘‘terrific concentration 
of power” which could be danger­ 
ous for the West. 
They said danger always exists 
when supreme power is concen­ 
trated in the hands of any dictator. 
The ouster of Nikolai Bulganin 
finally put Khrushchev on top in 
nam e as well as in fa c t-a fte r a 
five-year Kremlin fight for Josef 
Stalin's mantle as dictator. 
Khrushchev’s elevation 
to the 
premiership would give Russia a 
single voice at any future sum­ 
mit conference. 
It is expected to 
spark a new Soviet drive for such 
a meeting. 
Bulganin was been carrying on 
considerable correspondence with 
the President on the subject of 
summit talks, but Khrushchev has 
been the power behind the Soviet 
letters — even though they have 
been signed by Bmganin. 
Now 
Khrushchev will be speaking as 
the single voice of the Kremlin, 
instead of through some figure 
head. 


An erroneous interpretation of the Eldorado school hoard 
situation by a press association (not the United Press which serves 
The Daily Register) has caused undue and unfavorable publicity 
for Eldorado. 
The Eldorado City school board recently voted to abolish the 
situation of City Superintendent of Schools. 
At about the same 
time, the High school board announced addition of baseball to the 
sports curriculum, 
The press association dispatch, used in metropolitan papers, 
indicated that the actions were by the same hoard, and by infer­ 
ence indicated the board had no money for a superintendent, but 
had money for another sports activity. 
Then, to add to the indignity, the St. Louis Globe Democrat 
today editorialized on the situation by accepting the erroneous story 
and ridiculing the school hoard and Eldorado in general. 
The people of Eldorado have faced a problem of school financ­ 
ing for a long period. 
There has been some dissension between 
members of the City school board and wholesale resignations. 
But 
this has occurred in other towns and likely will do so again. 
Al­ 
though it may be subject to objective criticism, it certainly should 
not he subject to ridicule, especially if the basis is absolutely un­ 
founded. 
The people of Eldorado will work out their problem eventu­ 
ally, and can do so without outside assistance.

Bulganin Is Ousted 
Khrushchev Top Soviet Leader 


MOSCOW (W—The Supreme So­ 
viet today ousted Nikolai Bulganin 
as premier and elected Communist 
Party head Nikita Khrushchev to 
replace him. 
In his dual role, 
Khrushchev becomes Russia’s most 
powerful man since the death of 
Joseph Stalin. 
Bulganin formally submitted his 
resignation to the first joint ses­ 
sion of the newly elected Supreme 
Soviet this afternoon in accordance 
with the constitution. 
P. A. Lobanov, speaker of the 
Soviet of the Union (upper house 
of parliament), read Bulganin» 


resignation for him. 
Then, instead of BulganinVname 
being proposed for renomination 
as is the usual custom, Khrush­ 
chev’s nam e was presented. 
The 63-year-old Ukrainian who 
rose to the top of the Soviet lead 
ership in the few short years since 
Stalin's death was elected by ac 
clamation.

Bulganin's ouster long had been 
rumored, and Khrushchev was con 
sidered a logical choice to sue 
ceed him. 
But his decision to accept the 
premiership came as something of 
a surprise to most Western ob­ 
servers. 
The nam es of Frol Ro 
manovich Kozlov and Alexei Ilia 
rionovich 
Kirichenko 
had been 
mentioned for the job. 
There was no indication wheth 
cr Khrushchev might put the nom ­ 
inal party leadership into the hands 
of a protege 
But there had been 
ipeculation that Kozlov and Kiri­ 


chenko, two of Khrushchev’s asso­ 
ciates 
in the party secretariat, 
might be in line for promotion. 
lf Khrushchev keeps both the 
premiership and party leadership, 
he will be 
the first significant 
simultaneous occupant of the two 
jobs since Stalin held them from 
1941 until his death in March, 1953. 
When Stalin died, Georgi Malen 
kov nominally held both posts for 
a few days—Mal ch 5 to March 14, 
1953 
But he quit the party leader 
ship on the day the Supreme So 
viet confirmed his appointment to 
the post of premier.

WASHINGTON 
— AFL-CIO 
President George Meany said today 
the 
labor movement 
has 
been 
•‘shamed” by some “crooks" among 
its members but “the majority must 
not be punished because of the 
ains of the few.” 
He urged Congress, in consider­ 
ing new labor legislation, to avoid 
acting “in the same atmosphere of 
hysteria as marked the passage of 
the Taft-Hartley law.” 
The labor leader made his re­ 
marks in testimony prepared for a 
Senate Labor subcommittee study­ 
ing proposed legislation to tighten 
regulations of union finances and 
administration. 
He acknowledged in a 17,000- 
word statement that new legislation 
is needed. But he sharply attacked 
many features of an administration 
bill by Sen. H. Alexander Smith 
(R N J.) and another measure by 
Sen. John F. Kennedy (D-Mass ). 
He said the AFL-CIO favors one 
provision of the Kennedy bill re­ 
quiring annual public financial re­ 
ports of unions, but feels employ­ 
ers should be required to publish 
theirs too. 
“If the UAW is to be compelled 
to reveal how much it spent sup­ 
porting the strikers in the Kohler 
strike,” he said, “the Kohler Co. 
should be likewise compelled to 
reveal how much it spent trying 
to break the strike.” 
Meany objected to a Kennedy 
proposal to require every officer 
and employe of a labor union to 
file an annual report on his per­ 
sonal finances 
Such reports are 
not required from business leaders 
and employes and might be used 
to harass union officials.

Explorer III, a much huskier satel­ 
lite than anybody had suspected, 
is now expected to ride the chan­ 
nels of silent space for possibly six 
m onths it was announced today by 
the Naval Research Laboratory. 
When the new American baby 
moon was launched 
Wednesday 
from this missile center it, swung 
into an eccentric orbit that ranged 
from IOO to 2.000 miles distance 
from the earth
